DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 37-39, 41-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a filler made in accordance with a method of drying 
a sol comprising individual amorphous silica nanoparticles having diameters of about 1 
to about 50 nanometers, wherein the individual amorphous silica nanoparticles are in 
the form of chains having lengths of about 5 to about 400 nanometers and heating the 
dried silica sol at a temperature of 800°C to form at least one crystalline phase. 

Specifically, see Applicant's remarks and Affidavit filed 9/16/09. It appears 
heating at 800°C produces a different filler structure than heating at the temperature 
suggested by the prior art. Additionally, the claimed filler is produced from a sol 
comprising individual amorphous silica nanoparticles having diameters of about 1 to 
about 50 nanometers, wherein the individual amorphous silica nanoparticles are in the 
form of chains having lengths of about 5 to about 400 nanometers. The prior art of 
record does not teach this limitation. 

A claim is anticipated only if each and every element as set forth in the claim is 
found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art reference." 
Verdegaal Bros. v. Union Oil Co. of California, 814 F.2d 628, 631, 2 USPQ2d 1051, 
1053 (Fed. Cir. 1987). MPEP2131 [R-1].
